COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


The Commissioners brought in the 
following report: 

1. The Victoria Ave. crossing of the 
C.& E.Ry. has been completed by the 
city and the road wili be opened for 
traffic as soon as the C. P. Ry. finish- 
es its share’ of-the work. The street 
light will be installed near the bridge 
fater. As some- good gravel was un- 
covered close to this road we had about 
300 feet of the roadway west of the 
railway gravelled. There will be a 
great deal of traffic on this road. and 
{t should be gravelled from Gaetz Ave. 
to the city limits. If the gravelling 4s 
tontinued” west:- from where it has 
been done, to the city limits and the 
hill close to Gaetz Ave, graded and 
gravelled for apout 500 feet the cost 
will be about $400.00 and the balance 
could be done later. We recommend 
that this be dong at once. 

2, We have instructed Foreman 
Jones to have all damaged trees on 
the boulevards replaced this spring 
and we trust that in future the citi- 
zens ‘will pay more attention to see- 
ing that the trees and grass are not 
destroyed by children. 

3. The Ford trick has been deliver- 
ed and placed in commission. 

4. We submit quotations received 
for galvanized iron pipe, and recom- 
mend that we be authorizeq to pur- 
chase the quantity required to put in 
the services for this year at the low- 
est quoted price. Services were prom- 
ised last year to 5th St. South East 
(Parkvale) and on 4th St. S.E. . 

5. We are securing quotations 
water meters and will submit 
when received. 

6. We have engaged Chas. Sinclair 
to make a survey of all water servic- 
es in the city and check up fixtures 
in use. 

7. Clean-up day was a success. Over 
120 loads of rubbish were removed by 
teams. Foreman Jones was _in- 
structed to keep teams at this work 
until all the rubbish gathered up has 
been removed from the streets and 
lanes, 

8. Foreman Jones has commenced 
repairing sidewalks. Some may have 
to be taken up and replaced by cinder 
walks. 

9. We are authorized by Pine Lake 
Municipal District to spend $100.00 on 
roads adjacent to Red Deer. We have 
looked over these streets and recom- 
mend that a ditch be opened to drain 
the intersection of Roland Ave. and 
ard St. S. BE. in Parkvale where there 
is a depression, and that the balance 
of the amount be spent in grading 
Roland Ave. 

10. We recommend that the letter 
of the Western General Elctric Com- 
pany, dated April 19th, re. C. P. Ry. 
supply, be filed. The rates charged 
the C. P. Ry. approximate the rates 
paid by that company in Edmonton 
for water supplied to a similar tank 

1 Strathcona, 

11. We recommend that the olfer of 
A. Connell for rent of pasture north of 
Englewood be accepted, and that ten- 
ders be called for renting the pasture 
on Englewood. 

12. We recommend that we _ be 
authorized to have the hospital hill 
putin good condition. The road needs 
grading and gravelling near the top 
and ditching along the south side and 
the cinder walk repaired. 

13. We recommend that the 78th 
battery be granted permission to use 
the exhibition grounds and _= such 
buildings as may be agreed upon

AN UP-TO-DATE PLANT 


A visit to the creamery conducted: by 
the Red Deer Dairy Products, Ltd., 
would reveal some surprises to many 
of our citizens. Among other things, 
there is a complete freezing plant, 
similar to the system of. artificial ice 
production used in some large rinks. 
The plant here is capable of produc- 
ing 5 tons of ice every 48 hours. The 
ice cream machine is capable of pro- 
ducing 8 gallons of ice cream in fif- 
teen minutes; three hours in the 
freezing plant then brings it to about 
10 below zero temperature.

“Over-production has reduced the 
price of rubber to less than twenty 
cents a pound, which is less than a 
third of the price prevailing trom 
1913 to 1918, and compares with three 
dollars a pound, which was reached 
in 1910,” says the bank. “With the 
constant increase of the supplies 
made available by. the East Indian 
Plantations the price has declined 
steadily, with minor fluctuations, un- 
til now it is below the cost of produc- 
tion on most if not all the’ estates 
where it is grown. Curtailed output 
may remedy the situation of the grow- 
ers temporarily, but the chief hope for 
permanent relief lies in the fact that 
rubber is a comparatively new com- 
modity for which new uses are con- 
stantly being developed. 

“The United States consumes over 
two-thirds of the world’s rubber, but 
except for a relatively small amount 
grown in the Philippines, produces 
none. Great Britain, through owner- 
ship either of the plantations or of 
the territories where estates are lo- 
cated, controls about four-fifths of 
the plantation output. During the 


present depression stocks of raw rub- 
ber have stackeq up in the United 
States, in the Far Hast and in Britain. 
Doubtless the surplus stocks now in 
America will eventually be used here, 
but much of the supply in Great Brit-

“Although rubber {fs manufactured 
intoa great variety of different articl- 
es. one American concern alone being 
reported as making nearly 30,000 dif- 
ferent products, more than two-thirds, 
and at times more than four-fifths, of 
all the crude rubber consumed in the 
United States, enters into the manu- 
facture of tires and tubes. 

“The development of the rubber in- 
dustry in the United States is far 
ahead of that in any other country. 
Consequently the growth of the Ameri- 
can export ‘trade in rubber goods, es- 
pecially since the close of the ‘war, 
has been remarkable. The domestic 
market, however, continues to absorb 
the bulk of the rubber products, for 
although the value of rubber goods 
produced in 1920 was probably in 
excess of $1,000,000,000, the value of 
the exports in 1920 was $85,437,000, or 
less than one-tenth of the total output. 
The main feature of the export tire 
trade in 1920 was the broadening of 
the market, tires being sent in quan- 
tity to a great number of different 
countries, many of which had never 
bought any considerable number of 
American tires before. 


OVER-PRODUCTION HALTED 


“Although the low prices for rub- 
ber now prevailing are partially due 
to the world-wide business qepression, 
and also are influenced by the lack of 
buying- power on the part of Germany 
and Russia, both large consumers he- 
fore the war, the slump is primarily 
due to over-production.

BIG COMET SIGHTED 


Winnecke’s, comet, the periodic 
comet whichtapproaches the earth at 
intervals ° of.’sfive years and eight 
months, and .will come “very near” 
to the earth in June, according to the 
prediction of Dr: Crommelin, an Eng- 
lish astronomer, has been sighted by 
Prof. E. E. Barnard of the Yerkes 
Observatory, at -Williams’ Bay, Wis. 
Astronomers have been watching for 
Winnecke’s comet for several weeks. 
It was originally discovered in 1858. 
It moves in an elliptic orbit around 
the sun, taking flve years and eight 
months to complete the circuit. So 
far it has never come within several 
million miles of the earth in its peri- 
odic visits. How near it will ap- 
proach this time, astronomers will 
probably soon be able to compute with 
accuracy. At present Winnecke’s 
comet cannot be seen except through a 
large telescope.

OUT OF WORK IN 
UNITED KINGDOM 


Unemployment Statistics Are Reach- 
ing an Appalling Figure, It Is Stated. 


London, May 5.—Nearly 2,000,000 
people are out of work, according to 


the unemployment statistics issued 
by the labor department of the 
board of trade this week. 

Official records show that 89,000 
people were thrown out of employ- 
ment during the past week. While 
the rapid increase in unemployment 
is largely attributed to the miners’ 


strike, the contrast between war con- 
ditions, when the workhouses’' were 
called upon to supply labor, and the, 
present situation, is making a painful 
impression upon the public mind. 
Socialist and labor papers’ cite the 
employment figures as an Indictment 
of the present system of things and 
something of a sensation has been 
caused by the action of the Shore- 
ditch council governing one of the 
large industrial areas in London, in 
declining to apvrove the emigration 
of children to Canada. Furthermore, 
the council declared that children 
who have been sent to the dominions 
should “be restored to the Jand = of 
their rightful heritage.”

India’s troubles is considerably lower 
than {fs popularly supposed. It goes 
without saying that the various bank- 
ing institutions—whose facilities to 
gauge political undercurrents needs 
no emphasis-~-which invariably domi- 
nate an application lst of this charac- 
ter are not frequently given to buying 
a pig in a poke.

THE SHAUGHNESSY PLAN 


Saskatoon Phoenix: 

A document which will cause a 
great deal of discussion, has just been 
given to the public. It is a sugges- 
tion by Baron Shaughnessy, former 
president of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway and now chairman of the 
board of directors of that company, 
of a means whereby the government 
can meet the railway problem that it 
is facing. 

Briefly, the suggestion js that the 
government lease the Canadian Paci- 
fic in perpetuity, on the basis of a 
fixed dividend to the shareholders: 
incorporate the Canadian Pacific in 
the government railways, and give 
the whole system, 31,000 miles of 
railway to the Canadian Pacific Com- 
pany to manage and operate in trust 
for the Canadian people. Along with 
the railway lines would go, of course. 
all the express, telegraph, lake and 
river steamers, and so forth; while 
the mining, ocean steamship, land 
and other interests of the company, 
now kept in separate account. would 
be segregated and administered by a 
separate company. 

The plan, as a whole. deserves, and 
undoubtedly will receive the careful 
consideration and study of the gov- 
ernment and the Canadian people. 
The railway problem ig a tremendous 
one, closely affecting the welfare and 
prosperity of every citizen. It will 

not be improved by neglect, but must. 
be dealt with vigorously and imme- 
diately.

BRITISH FINANCE 


It is impossible to withhold admir- 
ation from the way in which Great 
3ritain has cleaned house financially 
after the war. In public finance she 
is already not merely making revenue 
balance expenditure, but is making 
inroads into the burden of debt which 
the war left on her hands.

Presumably it 
has been invested in countries where 
the British pound is at a premium.

Great Britain's supremacy in ship 
building and mercantile marine is 
completely ‘restored.

In certain directions, 
and for certain specified purposes in 
aid of national development, there is 
a future for the Canadian merchant 
marine and a good future, but not as 
a competitor in the general ocean- 
carrying trade. The same is true of 
the U. S. merchant marine. 

The crisis of unemployment and 
trade depression has been desperately 
severe in Great Britain. But the 
vital respects, in which public and 
private finance are bearing the strain, 
make it sure that she will weather 
the storm.

' My memorandum, as you will ob- 
y serve, merely brings up to date on

In 1917 I prepared a memorandum 
analyzing the railway situation in 
Canada as it then existed and sug- 
cf} ‘gesting a plan of dealing with it, 
cs which I read to our directors and 

- .aubsequently forwarded to Sir Rob- 

‘ert Borden for the consideration of 
Yhimself and his Cabinet. Evidently 
‘my views did not appeal to the 
‘Government nor to the advisers 

\ from whom the Government "at 
~ ‘that time received its inspiration 

on railway affairs. 

Meantime, conditions have  sub- 
stantially changed. Capital ex- 
penditures of considerable amount 
that might have been avoided have 
been incurred, and the deficits re- 
*sulting from the operation of the 

‘ weaker lines have incressed by 
leaps and bounds, so that the sug- 
gestions contained in the memoran- 
dum of 1917 would not now be 
‘available. : 

It was not my purpose then, nor 
‘is it now, to diseuss the railway 
policy of successive Governments, 
federal and provincial, during the 
‘past thirty-five years. In most 
cases the legislation defining the 
‘policy received the approval of the 
ielectorate at the polls, and there- 
‘fore if serious and expensive blund- 
‘ers were made we should be pre- 
jpared to pocket our chagrin and 
ifoot the bills with equanimity. We 
‘have, however, the obligation to try 
‘to discover and develop plans that 
may serve to relieve the Canadian 
ipeople from some part of the dis- 
tressing and dangerous financial 
results now in evidence and which 
tthreaten the future.

Pacific and to grant easy terms 
covering a period of years for the 
repayment of any amounts ad- 
vanced by the Government to the 
Grand Trunk or secured on the. 
credit of the Government in the 
last two years. 

The Transcontinental Line. 

The National Transcontinental- 
Grand Trunk Pacific scheme of a 
line from Moncton to Prince Rup- 
ert was a deplorable blunder in its 
inception and execution. Doubt- 
less the Grand Trunk objected to 
the line from Cochrane east and 
only yielded under pressure, but 
‘he eastern and western termini of 
ihe line having been once deter- 
mined, the Government was, I 
know, guided by the advice and 
wishes of the Grand Trunk man- 
agement of that day in fixing the 
location and standard of construc- 
tion. It was pointed out thaf four- 
tenths grades and light curvature 
would make fer economical opera- 
tion, because of the increased 
weight of the train that could be 
hauled over the line by a single 
engine. The theory was all right, 
but the basic essential was ignored. 
The traffic was not available and 
would not be available for a long 
period of time to furnish loads for 
these heavy trains, and therefore 
the advantages could not be util- 
ized unless the practice were pur- 
sued of helding traffic until a suf- 
ficient amount was accumulated, 
with the censequent delay and ex- 
pense and- the dissatisfaction of} 
patrons. A railway quite sufficient 
for any traffic likely to develop 
for many years could have been 
built in less than half the time and 
at a savirig of 50 per cent. to 60 per

Ompany from financial respunsi- 
bility with reference to it, and, the 
burden fell on the country. 

Grand Trunk Pacific. 

The extravagantly constructed 
Grand Trunk Pacific with its ter- 
minal at Prince Rupert proved a 
most..disappointing enterprise, be- 
cause over most of the route there 
was no traffic to yield revenue suf- 
ficient to meet the interest charges 
on its mandatory securities, or, in- 
deed, to cover the cost cf mainten- 
ance and operation, meantime these 
interest charges, as well as any 
operating deficits, had to be met 
at regularly recurring veriods, and 
the Grand Trunk Company ‘could 
not have shouldered tne burden 
without incurring financial  dis- 
aster. - 

It was apparent that in the cir- 
cumstances it would be necessary 
for the Dominion Government to 
give relief even to the extent of 
taking over the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific., This was finally determined 
upon, but coupled with it was the 
decision of the Dominion Govern. 
ment to acquire the Grand Trunk 
Railway System as well. Clearly 
this was a mistake, as all the ad 
vantages that would result to ‘the 
Grand Trunk Pacific and other por- 
tions of the panedian Nations! Rail- 
ways could have been secured by a 
traffic agreement. 

By its Grand Trunk policy the 
Government is unnecessarily adding 
to its burdens, and the Grand 
Trunk System, as I have stated be- 
fore, would now and hereafter be 
a much greater asset to Canada if 
privately owned and operated than 
it can possibly be if merged into 
the National System.

he thought he would not do it again; 
perjury, he thought, was worse than 
stealing, though he got nine months 
for horse-stealing and nothing for per- 
jury, Mr. Cameron grimly remarked. 
It was partly because of Mr. Rusyell 
that he had sworn falsely; he would 
have been better off if he had pleaded 
guilty at the first; he would have pro- 
bably got six months, he thought. He 
had never belonged to a church: he be- 
Heved in God; he believed in several 
religions. “You are probably in a 
better position to believe Calvinism 
than people who know more about it,” 
Mr. Cameron observed in following 
this line of investigation. He believed 
in a hereafter, in a heaven and hell, 
and believed he would be punished 
hereafter. ‘‘When and where had you 
first got the idea that you would have 
got off with six months if you had 
pleaded guilty at first?” Mr. Cameron 
asked. Witness’ answers were not 
clear: he did not appear to know much 
about it. “It is not & hard question to 
answer if you ave ready to tell the 
truth, but you are determined not to 
do so,” Mr. Cameron finally blazed out. 
The main reason for committing per- 
jury was in the hope of getting clear, 
witness admitted. “So Mr. Russell 
only did a little fixing up here .and 
there, a little polishing on the story you 
wanted to tell to clear yourself,” Mr. 
Cameron said. “He did considerable 
polishing,” was the answer. “Who 
polished up your story on this occasion, 
{that is, the present trial)?" was the 
question. This story was natural, the 
witness said: he declared he was tell- 
ing the truth. “But you were supposed 
to be telling the truth before." Yes, 
but the people might have known from 
his looks that he was not telling the 
truth, witness said.

Harry Shearer, cross-examined by 
Mr. Cameron, testified that hoe had 
been arrested for horse-stealing early 
in September. He lived with Carlos 
near Markerville; Carlos was arrested 
Bunday, and witness on Wednesday, 
the last of the boys to be arrested, He 

‘ rade no confession to the police; when 
he oume to the barracks, the boys had 
their lawyers. He was mixed up in 
the horse-stenling; he tonk the four 
Smith geldings from Gadsby to Mar- 
xerville. He did not know who stole 
the horses from Smith; Owen and he 
picked them up off the range, he 
thought in June, He was convicted of 
stealing these horses. They transfer- 
red the four horses, not knowing them 
to be stolen. “You picked them up off 
the Government range, and so they 
were stolen, weren't they?” Mr, Cam- 
eron enquired. “Yes,” admitted the 
witness. Owen and McKnight did not 
take these horses over to Markerville 
as Claude had said; Carlos and wit- 
ness brought them over. Witness said 
he had bought these horses from Ira. 
Mr. Russell did not tell him what to 
swear at Red Deer; witness was in the

though he committed perjury. He 
knew ft was wrong to lie, and much 
worse to He under oath. He committed 
perjury before Judge Jves for the first 
time at Mr. Russell's instance; he 
would never have done it hud It not

been for Mr,. Russell; he had not: pe.‘- 
Jured himself: before except in hig con- 
fession to Mr. Fisher, when he’ wes 
seared and he did not: know what he 
was doing: he had not seen Mr. Rus- 
sel] then. His brother told him’ before 
he was arrested that Owen ‘and Mc- 
Knight brought the horses over; he 
thought Owen was’ safe, he did not 
blame that on Ira because it did not 
come tu his mind. He had sworn to 
Ira steniing horses. He and Harry 
brought over the Smith horses; Owen 
advised against it, but Ira said to take 
thom. Witness did not know that 
Owen was the best of the bunch. 
“Why did you tell this story on August 
30 as to Owen and Jack McKnight 
stealing the harses, when-it was you 
and Harry brought them over?” Mr. 
Cameron asked. Owen had told him 
on Suturday to blame Owen and Mc- 
Knight if Carlos was caught by the 
police; he was arrested on Sunday. 
The police went to the pasture, but did 
not take away the horses. Ira had 
zone back to Gadsby on Saturday and 
Gwen went back in Claude's ,car on 
Monday; Owen was hiding from the 
police. Owen had first told him Satur- 
day that the police were after the Mc- 
Knights. Witness was arrested Sun- 
day at 6 p.m., and brought to Red Deer. 
Did not talk to Claude, but was taken 
to Inspector Fisher's room, and ques- 
tloned about the horses. They used 
him rough by talking, rough, but they 
did not choke him or mark his nose. 
Witness told Harry about the Inspecto 
choking him in order to account for 
the confession and get help from his 
brothers, Witness had regard to the 
truth, but he had told Harry about the 
Inspector choking him. '“And Harry 
believed you?" ‘Well, I do not know.” 
“When you were taken down to sign 
the confession, did they saw ‘sign it, 
damn you, sign it’ as your brother 
said?’ “No,” said the witness. Mr. 
Macdonald objected to Mr. Cameron's 
statement being credited to the bro- 
ther: he had not said that. Judge 
Morrison had} asked about this rough 
treatment: witness told the Judge he 
was scared; he was treated rough, but 
he was so scared he did not remember 
much about it. “You said to the Judge 
you were taken by the throat and 
compelled to sign,’’ Mr. Cameron ask- 
ed. That was what Mr. Russell told 
him to swear, witness said. “But this 
was ufter Ira had pleaded guilty?” 
Witness did not remember much, he 
was scared; this was the first time he 
had been arrested. “Then why did 
you not tell the Judge that Mr. Fisher 
did not use the words “sign it, damn 
you, sign it,” and that he did not choke 
you? You say now that you remem- 
bered then that the Inspector did 
neither of these things?" Witness re- 
turned the same answer that he was 
scared. “You might not have remem- 
bered this or other rough usage, you 
were so frightened, then?” “Well, I 
don't remember.” Witness saw Mr. 
Russell on September 1 and made an 
afidavit swearing to that rough usage: 
Mr. Russell got the story of rough 
usage from Owen, whom witness had 
told. Witness did not want to sign the 
statement to Mr. Russell,“ but the 
brothers told him to sign it. “‘Theyall 
believed your story about the chok- 
ing?” “Well, | don’t know.” “You 
told Claude before you saw Russell?” 
“I told Owen, who was in the same 
cell with me.” “But Inspector Fisher 
says you and Owen were not in the 
same cell.” Witness could not say as 
to that: he and Owen were together. 
Witness was with the two police cars 
which went to Leo and Gadsby ufter 
his arrest. He talked with Inspector 
Fisher onthe ranch and told him about 
putting the horses In pasture; he did 
not remember telling him then that 
they stole them. The Inspector in 
Ira's presence had asked him about the 
stealing of the Thorlakson horses: he 
did not remember whether the Inspec- 
tor had told Ira that witness had said 
they had stolen the two Thorlakson 
mares. Witness did not give any evi- 
dence at his own and Harry's trial be- 
fore Judge Morrison: he had given 
evidence at Red Deer. Witness saw the 
bill of sale once on Mr. Russell’s table 
in his office before the Red Deer trial: 
he was allowed no chance to speak ta 
Harry in jail. Witness believed he had 
seen these bills of sale in Mr. Russell's 
possession at the court houso in Stet- 
tler in October, when they expected 
trial. Owen had told him after the 
preliminary hearing that he had made 
some bills of sale; he had not read the 
bills of sale; he understood the ones in 
Mr. Russell's office were the same as 
Owen had made; Owen said there were 
two, perhaps three; he believed there 
were three at Mr. Russell's. Witness 
was left in Stettler after his conviction 
in March until Ira's trial; when Owen 
and he came back from Red Deer, the 
police told the Shearers they had a 
perjury charge on them, and they 
thought to plead guilty. Owen thought 
Russell was getting them in the hole 
worse and they had better tell the 
truth; witness had not considered 
they would get off lighter by telling 
the truth. He did not know whether 
they had talked about six months’ 
sentence if they had confessed at first. 
Mr. Russell and Mr, Moyer talked to 
them Monday evening, after Owen 
Nad been talking about throwing up 
the sponge; he could not say whether 
they had told Mr. Russell anything 
about what they had been considering 
—of pleading guilty. He did not see 
Detective Nicholson at the cells. They 
were talking among themselves; it was 
not the result af any suggestion from 
outside, nor did they tell anybody 
about it. He thought he wauld he 
called for a witness on the Tuesday 
morning. He may have scen Mrs. Ira 
Shearer that evening: he knew she 
would be a witness; he did not know 
how the story had leaked out Monday 
night that the Shearers were going ta 
plead guilty. He belleved thore was 
a scratch on his nose when in the bar- 
racks, but he did not know how it got 
there; he could not say that it was 
not on when he left home; he did not 
remember telling the brothers — that 
Fisher did it; Mr. Russell had asked 
him about it: he had not fallon down 
stairs, he had not been punched at the 
Friday night dance, he was not drunk; 
the scar came between the dance and 
Monday. 

This witness had not a very clear 
enunciation, stuttering a good deal. 


Corpl. Mahoney 

Corpl. Mahoney, A.P.P., had seen a 
bill of sale at Ira Shearer's about 
August 27; he had been at Ira Shear- 
er's before on August 25 in plain 
clothes. The bill of sale covered two 
stolen horses: Ira prqduced it: the bill 
of sale was made hy Owen Shearer. It 
was to Ira Shearer from John and Bill 
McKnight May 17. Witness believed 


Owen told him he made it out: he 
could not say whether Owen was a 
witness, ner did he reaall anything 
about the hand writing... He was sus- 


pictous of the bill of sale, and told 
them {tt was worthless. It may have 
been made out, as Owen said, on Aug- 
ust 27, but it was made out before he 
wot there; it looked to have been car- 
ried round some. He did not get the 
bills of sale from the Shearers = on 
August J0, as the Shenarers had sworn 
at Red Deer: he had not been in the 
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Mr. ‘Macdonald ; 
While waiting Wednesday afternoon 
for Judge. Morrison,’ Mr. Cameron ask- 
ed Mr. Macdonald’ to' step: inthe box 
to answer a few questions, i 
Mr. Macdonald ‘objected: A 2 
‘Mr,, Cameron. said’ the | privileges’: o 
the Crown counsel were very wide and 
he could. protect himself in the’ box. ’ 
Mr. Macdonald: replied that he had 
no. concern for himself at all, but if he 
went in the box he might have to tell 


things which he would rather not,“ 


The matter dropped: there and the 
court adjourned to 4:15 to await Judge 
Morrison's arrival. 


Mr. Macdonald 


When court” resumed at 4:20 p.m, 

“Call Mr. Macdonald,”: opened Mr. 
Cameron. oN 

Mr. Macdonald—I have no intention 
of going on the stand, nof at any other 
time in this ‘case. 
for the prosecution. 

Mr. Cameron—I see no reason why 
that should render you an irrelevant 
or non-comipellable witness. 

Mr. Macdonald—I have information 
which I did not intend to disclose, 
but which, if I went into the ‘box, I 
might feel it my duty to disclose. In 
what capacity am I called? 

._ Mr, Cameron—I am calling you asa 
witness for tho defence. 

The Magistrate said he had never 
met such a case before. a 

Mr. Cameron admitted that there 
‘was nothing in the Canada Evidence 
Act bearing on the case, but,.so far as 
he knew, there was no law or ruling 
to prevent him calling Mr. Macdonald, 
if he was a relevant witness, in the 
opinion of the court. ‘ 

The Magistrate—Has there been any 
similar case in this Province? 

As there seemed a disposition on 
the part of the Crown tr, close the 
case at this point, Mr. Cameron 
submitted that a prima facie case 
had not been made out, ag 
the evidence of the Shearers must be 
taken as one, and there was not the 
corroboration required by the statute 
in such a charge as this. 

The Magistrate did not see either 
that there was a great deal of corro- 
boration in the evidence submitted, 
and he would not pass a personal 
judgment on the evidence, but there 
had been a great deal of public dis- 
cussion and concern in the case, and 
he felt it was not in the public inter- 
est, nor in the interest of the accused 
himself, that he should dismiss it at 
this stage. -In a case of this natureall 
the facts should be brought to light 
and a proper review of the evidence 
made by a higher court. 

Detective Nicholson objected to Mr. 
Macdonald going in the box. Who 
would be left to cross-examine him 
and to conduct the Crown case? 

Mr. Cameron offered an adjourn- 
ment, to the morning, if necessary, to 
make any arrangements. “You may 
have the privilege of cross-examining 
Mr. Macdonald yourself,” he added, 
“so far as I am concerned.” 

Mr. Macdonald replied that he was 
not trying to set a ruling in the case 
now, as the Crown case was closed. If 
he was called as a witness, he would 
be called by Mr. Cameron as a witness 
for the defence. 

Mr. Cameron—Yes. 

The Magistrate felt it ought not to 
be left to Mr. Macdonald to say 
whether or not he should be called to 
go into the witness box. The court 
should decide that point, and assume 
the responsibility. But he confessed 
that he had never met such a situation 
before. * 

Mr. Macdonald admitted the right 
of the defence to call any man_ they 
liked. But he had Jearned, as counsel, 
of matters in this case under privilege, 
and it would upset the court procedure 
were he to be compelled to prejudice 
his cliont’s case by giving evidence 
which might inferentially bear on 
matters he had learned under privilege. 

The Magistrate thought finally that 
Mr. Macdonald might go into the box 
and claim privilege if the questions 
threatened disclosure of privileged 
communications between solicitor and 
client. They would mect the difficul- 
ties as they arose. 

Mr. Macdonald took the witness box. 
He said he had acted in the Shearer 
cases and in this case under instruc- 
tions from the Attorney-General's De- 
partment. He believed he got his ins 
formation from the Deputy Attorney- 
General that.the Shearers had elected 
to be tried by Judge Morrison sum- 
marily in the District Judge’s criminal 
court rather than at the Supreme 
Court sittings at Stettler about tho 
game time before Judge Hyndman; 
he and the D.A.G. had discussed the 
manner of trial, he thought. He could 
not say whether there had been any 
talk with Judge Morrison as to the 
Crown claiming a jury. trial at Stet- 
tler; for himself, he had raised no 
objection to Judge Morrison trying the 
case; he had no choice as to either a 
jury trial or a speedy trial. He had 
no remembrance of interviewing Judge 
Morrison and then assuring the Dep- 
uty Attorney-General that Judge Mor- 
rison was all right. The only Shearer 
he had any direct conversation with 
in March at Stettler was with Owen 
between 9:30 and 10 on the Tuesday 
morning. When he went into the 
guardroom Owen came over to him 
and said Ira was going to plead gullty. 
Inspector Nicholson had told him the 
night before that, in his opinion, the 
Shearers were inclined to quit. Owen's 
statement that Ira was going to plead 
guilty was the first definite knowledge 
he had. Mr. Nicholson had no State- 
ments from the Shearers as to what 
they would say. Ho had told Judge 
Morrison on the train fram Hdmonton 
on Monday that he would not be gur- 
prised if Ira Shoarer should plead 
guilty, and that thoy would got through 
in the day (Tuesday); he told the 
Judge, he thought, that he had hoard 
this from Inspeotor Nicholson who had 
been sent for by the Shearors at La- 
combe. On both occasions, after tho 
Carlos and Harry trial and after the 
Ira confession, he had said that the 
Crown was not vindictive, Judge 
Morrison had asked the Crown's viowg, 
on Ira Shearer pleading guilty in 
court, but not until after Ira had |s0 
plended guilty. “Did you toll anyone 
that Ira Shearer would go on with his 
plea of Not Gullty, and thgt he was to 
brenk down under your crossa-oxamin- 
ation and confess his guilt?” was Mr. 
Cameron's persistent enquiry. Mr. 
Macdonald repudiated any such state- 
ment; he had not said that, or any- 
thing which could be construed to 
mean that; such a thing had never 
been in his mind. Mr, Cameron also 
pressed closely as to Judge Morrison'p 
“most unusual procedure” in remand- 
ing Ira Shearer for sentence; why did 
the Judge say that ho took this course 
after a great deal of hesitation? Mr. 
Macdonald did not consider the Judge's 
action an extraordinary = one. Mr. 
Cameron went somewhat into discus- 
sions between the prosecution lawyers 
themselves and with the Judge as to 
Ira Shearer's plea, but Mr. Macdonald 
was still insistont that there was ab- 
solutely nothing {n the story that Ira 
Shearer was to plead not guilty, and

Mr. Cameron then took up with Mr. 
Macdonald the evidence put in by the 
Crown after Ira Shearer had pleaded 
guilty. Mr. Macdonald, had told Owen 
Shearer and Mrs.- Ira Shearer ‘before 
the case was called. that he would call 
them as witnesses, he said. Mr. Cam- 
eron’s. contention -was that this evi- 
dence was not put in as an excuse or 
in. mitigation of sentence: it did not 
show what first prompted Ira. to steal 
horses, or any ‘such circumstances 
which might have a bearing on his 
sentence, but it was put in to get Artie 
Russell; their perjury had been com- 
mitted under Mr. Russell's instruc- 
tions was all their plea. Mr. Mac- 
donald disclaimed such motive: he was 
entitled to show the court how the 
Shenrers claimed they had been led 
to concoct their story, that the Judge 
might consider it in passing sentence, 
He knew nothing of what the Shear- 
ers were going to say; he knew What 
they ought to say, and believed they 
intended to tell the truth. The sug- 
gestion of a remand of Ira Shearer for 
sentence did not come from him; there 
had been a general discussion in the 
Judge's room after the Judge had ad- 
journed the court to twelve o'clock to 
consider the matter of sentence. Mr. 
Cameron objected to these hole-in-the- 
wall propositions; why were not 
these alleged facts bearing on sentence 
presented in open court, as they should 
havo been. Mr. Macdonnald objected 
to such a characterization; it was a 
common practice of judges to consult 
with the police and others before pas- 
sing sentence; he felt confident the 
judiciary were doing what they con- 
sidered best in such action; the court 
was entitled to find out all the cir- 
cumstances. Mr. Cameron contended 
that Mr. Macdonald was favored in 
being called in to consult with the 
judges; he himself had not been so 
honored. He still claimed that these 
facts should be brought out fn open 
court, 

Mr. Nicholson pointed out that tho 
Crown was now without counsel; their 
counsel was not now with the Crown 
case. He would lke to consult Mr. 
Macdonald, however, as to. further 
procedure. ¢ 

Mr. Cameron had no objection to 
Mr. Nicholson crogs-examining Mr. 
Macdonald. 

The court was adjourned for five 
minutes to allow Mr. Nicholson and 
Mr. Macdonald an interview. 

On resuming, Mr. Nicholson said 
that the matter upon which he had 
thought of cross-examining Mr. Mac- 
donald he had found was regarded by 
Mr. Macdonald as confidential between 
two attorneys, and consequently he 
would not cross-examine him. 


Judge Morrison 


Judge Morrison, in reply mainly to 
questions ffrom Mr. Cameron, gave an 
exhaustive review of the procedure 
and conversations connected with the 
Shearer trials. The Shearers had 
elected at Coronation to be tried in his 
court. He understood from Mr. Ben- 
nett, the agent of the Attorney-Gencral 
at Stettler, that he had sent out notices 
for a jury to try the cases, but had 
found that these were the only jury 
cases, and Mr. Bennett was debating 
whether or not he would withdraw the 
notices for jurymen; he had talked 
with the Judge as to the Judge's wil- 
lingness to try the case without the 
jury, and the Judge had consented to 
try them if the Crown was bo disposed. 
Later he had heard from Judge Hynd- 
man in Edmonton; if he remembered 
aright, that there would be no jury 
trial. After the conviction and sen- 
tence of Harry and Carlos he had ad- 
journed the court over Easter, as_ it 
was impossiblo to finish Ira’s trial that 
same week. Despite casual remarks 
he had heard to the effect that the 
Shearere might quit, there was no 
align of that in the atmosphere when 
he opened court on Tuesday morning, 
and no one was more surprised than 
he was when Ira pleaded guilty. Ira, 
according to his notes, had been ar- 
raigned with his brothers the previous 
week and all had pleaded not guilty. 
The clerk, on Tuesday morning, had 
no record of Ira's having pleaded, and 
consequently he was again arraigned 
and this time pleaded guilty; possibly 
this second arraignment might not have 
been expected by some, and possibly 
may have given rise to the idea that 
Ira's confession was to come in _ his 
evidence, and not in his pleading, 
which had already been made. He had 
never had the remotest suggestion as 
to any method by which the Shearers 
were to change their evidence: he had 
heard no such remark from Mr. Mac- 
donald that Ira was to plead guilty 
and then break down in his cross- 
examination. Mr. Macdonald had call- 
ed Owen Shearer and Mrs. Ira Shearer 
after Ira had pleaded guilty; he him- 
self had called the three other boys 
primarily to see if they still held to 
the stories they had told in the pre- 
vious week’s trial as ta Carlos having 
been illused by the police at Red Deer. 
“You were actuated by curlosity, then, 
in getting this evidence?" Mr, Camer- 
on commented. The Judge resented 
this, and said he did not ask from mo- 
tives of curosity, but he thought it his 
duty to find out all the facts he could 
aus to these charges concerning the A. 
P. P., and to see if the Shearers—self- 
confessed horse thieves, perjurers and 
forgers—had changed their minds in 
this respect also. “You were not try- 
ing them for perjury?” “No.” “You 
had power to order them to be placed 
on trial for porjury?" “Yes.” Mr. 
Cameron uppeared still suspicious that 
the Shearers were called to give evi- 
dence in order to get Russell; thoir 
eviderice was all of’the one kind, as he 
saw it—that Russell had frimed-up 
the whole business. The Judge said it 
was an entire surprise to him to have 
Mr. Russell {mplicated by the Shear- 
ers. He had had no correspondence 
with the Department concerning the 
case. 

Mr. Cameron then dealt with the ro- 
mand of sentence, which he termed a 
most unusual procedure; he had never 
met {it before. The Judge took full re- 
sponsibility for the suggestion, and 
quoted precedent. In discussing, in his 
room with the lawyers, what to do 
with Ira Shearer he had pointed out 
to them the three courses—immediate 
sentence, for which he was not pre- 


pared; suspended sentence, which he 
would not consider in so grave an 
offence, and a remand for’ sentence.

SQUARE DEAL 
FOR THE SETTLER|. 


Is the Aim of the Western Canada 
Coloni-ation Association. It Can 
Be Realized Through Cooperation 
from the Prairie Provinces, Legis- 
lation Necessary to ‘Ensure Success. 


By J. W. Dafoe, Editor-in-Chief of The 
Manitoba Free Press. 


In times of. difficulty and distress 
the dependence of all sections of the 
community upon one another is reveal- 
ed far more clearly than in periods of 
abounding prosperity when the need 
for co-operative action is not so ap- 
parent. 

At the moment Canada is. faced 
with a problem of immense magni- 
tude; how to induce the rapid and 
successful development of the Vacant 
lands in the west in proximity to the 
railway lines. 

The old immigration movement— 
the combined result of many _inde- 
pendent agencies, among them. the 
government, railways and land com- 
panies—was pretty well over before 


to work again, could not renew ‘heir 
old successes. Everything is chang- 
ed; the character of the settlers re- 
quired, the nature of the appeal that 
must be made to secure them, and the 
machinery by which they can be 
transported and placed in locations 
where their presence will be advan- 
tageous to themselves and of benefit 
to the country. 

The immigrants most needed are 
people who will come with a view to 
securing farm homes for themselves; 
they must have a moderate amount of 
capital now that there are no more 
free homesteads, and experience in 
farm work, or at least aptitude for it 
is desirable. There is no lack in the 
world today of people of this type to 
whom the prospect ofa home in West- 
ern Canada, if it could be brought 
before them, would -make an irresis- 
tible appeal, just as there are avail- 
able for them the very homes they de- 
sire if some method can be found to 
bring the vacant lands and the home- 
seeker together. 

The Western Canada Colonization 
Association has come into existence 
in the expectation that it will be 
able to render a great public service 
by devising.and carrying out plans 
by which the desirable immigrant in 
other lands over the sea, or south of 
the line, will be secured, brought to 
Western Canada, placed on suitable 
land and given such encouragement as 
may be necessary to make him a con- 
tented and prosperous settler. 

The Western Canada Colonization 
Association will devote its energies 
primarily to inducing the right kind 
of settler to come to Canada. It will 
do this work in co-ordination with 
every agency existing or hereafter to 
be called into being devoted to the 


same purpose. The more the better, 


—————— ee 


the war came to put a complete stop 
to enterprise of this character. 

Now the factors of the problem 
are so changed that the old agencies, 
if they could be revived and got back 


provided they work towards a com: 
mon object and co-operate to this end. 
The Association is not a land selling 
agency. It has no interest in any 
particular district, and is not concern- 
ed in the disposal'of privately held 
lands. Yet it is very obvious that if 
settlers are secured for Western 
Canada they Will require land, If 
they can get the-land they want at 
the price they can afford to pay, in a 
locality that meets their wishes, the 
plan will work. After the first thous- 
and settlers are successfully placed 
the current of immigration will set 
in steadily and will never cease until 
the vacant .places in the west are 
filled. . | 

But the successful placing of the 
settler after he is secured is the very 
foundation stone of the enterprise; 
lacking it, the movement must fail. 
The Western Canada Colonization 
Association have asked the people of 
Western Canada to attend themselves 
to this matter, of such vital impor- 
tyance to them, through the agency of 
their own provincial governments. 

In the memorial presented to the 
governments of Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta by the Association, 
the outlines of the propsed plan are 
drawn. Briefly, each government is 
asked to create a land Board for its 
Province which will list all vacant 
lands with prices fixed for two years 
and issue maps and literature show- 
ing the location of this land and giv- 
ing the facts as to the price and the 
character of the soil. Provision is 
made insuring @ reasonable valuation 
and owners will be asked to name 
agents empowered to, make sales. 

If this plan is carried out the West- 
ern Canada Colonization Association 
and every other immigration agency 
operating outside of Canada will be 
able to put into the hands of the pros- 
pective immigrant the information 
which will make his removal to a new 
home in Western Canada a business 
investment instead of a highly specu- 
lative venture. He will be able to de- 
cide beforehand the district to which 
he is to go, and he will know that when 
he arrives he will be able to get the 
land he requires without delay and 
without uncertainty. The road will be 
straight before him, and the goal will 
be in sight. 

The beneficial effect upon immigra- 
tion of an arrangement like this 
which will offer the incoming settler 
the assurance of considerate  treat- 
ment and a square deal, will be be- 
yond caluculation. It will remove, 
too, from the whole movement the in- 
cubus of the suspicion that it is a 
device for selling land for speculators 
and put it in its proper light as a 
great co-operative disinterested  at- 
tempt todoareal public service—that 
of settling the empty spaces of the 
west with all-the incalculable benefits 
that will follow, in which every inter- 
est and eyery industry will share; the 
local municipality and school district, 
the local merchant and railways, the 
provinces, the cities, and in fact the 
whole Dominion.

How the handicap works in_ the. 
hole and hole game: As the holes have 
to be played over twice, all handicaps 
are in even numbers to save confus- 
jon.
